REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE NICHOLS’ MEMORIAL LIBRARY, 


FEBRUARY 15, 1902. 


We have again to render our yearly report to the citizens of the 
town, and it affords us much pleasure to say : 

The library is becoming more useful and more appreciated each 
year. Better books and more of them are each month called for 
from our shelves. Books, the depositories of the intellectual treas- 
ures which generations bequeath to generations, are the most effi- 
cient instruments of instruction, and become, if used, a means of 
perpetual education. , 

We are overjoyed at the thought that our community is using a 
higher class of reading, and more of it. A glance at the Librarian’s 
report shows an increase in patronage. But books wear out in the 
using, the best of them soonest, therefore to replace them we must 
purchase anew or rebind ; as the latter is cheaper, we have resorted 
to that where the condition of the dilapidated book permitted. 
There never was a time when books, and good books, were being 
made in such profusion as the present. We have been enabled to 
buy very cheaply because we ordered,in quantities ; still, money is 
required to purchase books. 

The suggestions made at this time must not be taken in the light 
of begging, for it is for yourselves that every cent is asked. When 
men and women-evince a desire to read good literature, no better 
expenditure of money can be conceived than that to gratify this 
praiseworthy wish. A man who reads is, as it were, every day at 
school, growing to know more, and mentally stronger each and 
every year. - 

Let us keep hold on the great advantages made possible for us 
by the generosity of Mr. Nichols, and aid all those who desire to 
avail themselves of the reading. , 
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Need we add, the children are especially enthusiastic, and hail 
as a red-letter day the afternoons of Wednesdays and Saturdays. 

We desire to place the fact prominently before our townsmen 
that the officers of our Seminary have yearly helped us to the use 
of as many or more volumes than we have purchased. 

Their donations to our shelves have been larger, numerically and 
pecuniarily, than from all other sources united. We cannot be too 
grateful to these men who have the intellectual welfare of the town 
at heart.

Report of Board of Health. 


During the past year there have been but few cases of contagious 
disease reported to this board. . 

Two cases of typhoid fever (in each the disease was con- 
tracted elsewhere), one mild case of scarlet fever and several of 
measles. 

In every case the spread of the contagion was limited by prompt 
and efficient measures. We have been fortunate in having no 
serious epidemic, and we should escape such, for the intelligent co- 
operation of the people, the physicians and the Board of Health 
should cause an epidemic to be regulated at its outbreak. 

We would strongly urge upon all the necessity of reporting the 
mild cases of contagious disease, especially where there is no phy- 
sician in attendance; for from the mildest form others may con- 
tract the disease, and it may take its most virulent and malignant 
course. 3 

Again, the chief danger. lies not always in the primary disease, 
but in its complications and results. 

The law upon this point is explicit, and we print Sec. 2, Chap. 
16, Acts of 1901, that none may err through ignorance. 

During the year the children of school age throughout the town 
have been vaccinated, unless they had previously -undergone this 
operation. Unvaccinated children must not attend school, and 
the teachers have been instructed not to receive a pupil who has 
not complied with the above requirement. We would also urge 
upon adults the advisability of vaccination, and _ revaccination 
if they have not been vaccinated within five or six years. In this 
lies our chief and almost only safeguard against the loathsome dis- 
ease, smallpox.

Report of the School Board. 


_ According to the requirements of law the School Board submits 
its annual report: 


At the annual school meetings in March, rgo1, Miss Nellie P. 
Marshall was elected a member of the School Board for three - 
years ; she was not present at the meeting, and when notified of 
her election she refused to accept that office; after considering the 
matter, it was decided that we should not appoint a third person to 
fill the vacancy, unless the services of a third member were 
required. 

Taken as a whole the schools have enjoyed a prosperous year. 

With one exception the schools have retained the same teachers 
throughout the year. 

At the end of the spring term, Miss Alice Bragdon resigned her 
position as teacher in school district No. 1, and this school was 
given to Miss Esther Woodman. 

That our teachers are interested in their work is shown by their 
method of instruction, which has been satisfactory, and good work 
is the result. 

Parents should encourage the efforts of the teachers. ‘This can 
be shown by visiting the schools and getting a better idea of how 
they are conducted. | 

The only change in text books during the past year was the in- 
troduction of two of the ‘New Century Series” of Physiology and 
Hygiene, by W. H. & J. W. Hall. Also the Baldwin Reader. 

Besides the usual repairs made during the past year a wood house 
has been built for District No. 1. All other repairs have been of 
the usual character. 
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On account of the State school appropriation we have been able 
to continue our schools until February 21, making in all 36 weeks 
in the school year. 

There are enrolled upon the school register 162 pupils—87 
boys, 75 girls.
